When the Tribe of Pride convened for the first time in mid-May, many questioned whether or not the band 
would "click" as well as the 2002 Tribe. 

Skeptics had many reasons to think this way, as many changes and additions were made to the marching 
program. The revolving door to the assistant director position revolved once more, replacing Mr. Jason 
Dyhouse with an eager, young Mr. David Nelson to take over the percussion program. 

"Mr. Nelson was a good addition because he encouraged us to be the best we could be," Mandy Kripple (10) 
said, "He is a very good teacher." 

Another, and perhaps the most drastic change, was the addition of a new color guard program. 

Traditionally, the Centralettes doubled as the band's color guard; but the two programs split after the 2002 
season, opening a new facet in the Band Department-lead by Mr. Alan Buzalski. Being around 97% rookies, 
the group was forced to work twice as hard to catch up with the ability level of the rest of the group. The end 
result, though, was favorable, as the new color guard added much visual impact to the show. 

"They worked really hard to be as good as they were," Kripple said. 

Together, the new additions "clicked" together with the rest of the group to produce one of the most 
memorable shows in the Tribe's history— The Divine Comedy. Based on some of Dante's literature, the band 
performed three contrasting movements-1. Purgatorio , 11. Paridiso, and 111. The Ascension. Flipping backdrops, ^ 

ropes, and skulls were added to the field to illustrate each movement. jp 

"The new props added a lot to the show," Eric Miklaszewski (12) said. 

Together, these new additions and changes helped the band produce one of its most successful seasons in 
history, placing in the top four at five consecutive competitions (Including First Place at Highland and a 
startling fourth place at Carmel). 

Unfortunately, the band again missed the cut for state finals by a fraction of a point. The setback, though, 
did not stop the group from exciting shows at Bands of America Regionals and Nationals. At the Bands of 
America Regional and Grand National Championships, the Tribe was one of only a few bands to recieve a First 
Division rating for superior performance. The National Championship was the most competetive Bands of 
America competition to date, featuring eighty-nine of the best bands in the United States fighting for a spot in 
the top twelve finals position. The Tribe of Pride placed Thirty-first and received a Division 1 rating-a fitting 
end to one of the most successful! seasons to date for the Marching Band program.

There are a variety of P.E. classes. Besides the main ones like gym and pool there are others 
like recreational sports and lifesaving. 

During freshman year all students have to take pool and gym. 

"In first-year gym students participate in team activities, such as basketball volleyball and 
soccer, dual activities like badminton, and individual activities, like fitness aerobics and running, " said 
gym teacher, Mrs. Kim Freeman. 

Many of the activities the students play are done to build social schools as with the team sports. 

As part of class students also have to run for warm-up and their final. 

Gresham said, "We run six laps each day in class and one mile for the final." 

The other part of P.E. done during freshman year is pool. 

"In pool class we learn backstroke, freestyle, and elementary backstroke," said Kaitlyn Borowski

Pool also has a rewarding effect on the teachers. After all his years of teaching, Tonkovich says 
that his favorite part is seeing someone who couldn't swim at the beginning learn to enjoy the water and 
swim up to six lengths at a time. He says it is "very rewarding." 

Also offered are advanced courses, which include advanced P.E. and recreational sports. 

Freeman says, "The difference between advanced P.E. and first-year P.E. are, advanced 
concentrates on strength while first-year has more of a variety. 

Paul Kiszka (12) says, "In rec sports we play activities like basketball, bowling, kickboxing, and

There are a 
handful of adults who get to school early. They plan our day and are up early to coach morning practice, 
they're our teachers. 

Mr. Ralph Holden coaches two different sports, boys and girls tennis as well as girls freshman 
basketball. He also teaches Psychology and Sociology. Mr. Brian Elston is another coach/teacher, he 
teaches regular and Honors Chemistry as well as coaching boys basketball.
